AcBiinlster Ing  neaxly  150  large  National  Forests ^ located, 
in  nearly  40  different  states  as  well  as  in  Alaska  and 
Puerto  RicOj  is  a big  complicated  job*  In  order  to  promote 
efficient  administration,  to  cut  so-called  red  tape,  and 
get  prompt  decisions  and  action  on  the  ground,  the  Forest 
Service  has  built  up  a decentralized  organization,  with 
its  field  offices  and  officers  each  carrying  a high  degree 
of  individual  responsibility.  The  150  National  Forests  are 
grouped  in  ten  regions,  under  the  direction  of  Regional 
Foresters,  and  each  Regional  Forester  maintains  a centrally 
located,  busy  office  for  the  service  of  the  public-  The 
regional  offices  of  the  Forest  Service  are  mostly  in  larger 
cities,  such  as  San  Francisco,  Portland,  Denver,  Milwaukee 
and  Atlanta'^

Besso  But  I think  maybe  one  of  the  most  important  services 
we're  doing  is  preserving  what  I s'pose  you'd  call 
inspirational  values  — As  the  pace  of  life  gets  faster 
and  faster^,  folks  are  going  to  need  our  forests  more  and 
more  ac  a place  to  come  to  get  a new  lease  on  life.  They'll 
want  to  come  up  into  our  forests  to  get  back  to  earth  again, 
to  get  a whiff  of  clean  air,  and  let  the  song  of  the  wind 
in  the  pines  sooth  their  frayed  nerves « — It  makes  me 
feel  kinda  good  to  know  that  we  Rangers,  by  preserving  the 
forests  and  giving  everybody  a chance  to  come  into  them,  — 
that  we  can  do  a little  bit  to  make  life  easier  for  people  - 
that  we  can  do  a little  bit  to  help  people's  souls » — I 
s'pect  it's  going  to  be  that  our  forests  will  be  even  more 
valuable  for  the  folks  in  the  cities  than  for  the  folks 
that  live  in  'em.
